The preliminary figures published by the Children'? 


Bureau confirm the earlier studies made in other cities. 
The death rates among babies less than a year old were 
found to vary with economic and sanitary conditions. In; 
Gary, where good housing obtains the death rate was' 
90.6 in every 1,000 born. In the sections where families' 
lived in shacks the rate was 141.2. It happens that in 
this steel city the Americanized workers were given pre- 
ference in the letting of the better houses.
